Palm Springs again entered the 
picture in th e U nited States sen­ 
ate’s quiz into Howard Hughes' 
w ar-tim e airplane contracts Sat­ 
urday w hen John W. M eyer’s ex­ 
pense accounts revealed $256.94 
spent here in a four-day visit 
Nov. 24, to 27, 1944.

Howard Hughes was believed 
to be in the Village over fhe 
week-end. Police were asked 
lo contact him with the infor­ 
mation that the Los Angeles 
U. S. Marshal's office wanted 
him to call. He was not located, 
however. 


vestigating com m ittee a t w hich 
he answ ered questions concern­ 
ing the expense accounts he ac­ 
curately kep t as press agent for 
Hughes. 


AS PRESS AGENT for Hughes, 
M eyer took care of the checks 
at entertainm ents for prom inent 
figures in public life including 
Faye Emerson, actress, just prior 
to her m arriage to Elliott Roose­ 
velt and Roosevelt, himself. 
One of the parties here, accord­ 
ing to Ju d y Cook, professional 
swim er, who entertained H ughes’ 
guests w ith diving exhibitions, 
was given for the present secre­ 
tary of the interior, Julius Krug, 
at Rogers Stables here in March, 
1944. 
That 
one, 
according 
to 
photostatic copies of M eyer’s ex­ 
pense accounts, cost Hughes $244. 


FIGURES revealed at S atu r­ 
day's hearing included an item ­ 
ized account of expenditures here 
in November, 1944. They listed 
transportation costs, hotel bills, 
dinners and tips. 
One was 
for a hotel room 
w hich was never used. 
The senate com m ittee did not 
go into the details of the Village 
interlude as it did into the ex­ 
pense accounts incurred enter 
taining Col. Roosevelt and his 
bride-to-be of th at date, Faye 
Emerson. 


FIGURES covering the Palm 
Springs foray started w ith a $7 
item for gasoline to come here 
from Los Angeles, dinners, and 
tips, one of th e latter item s in ­ 
cluding a $20 gratuity to a m aid 
at the C harley M orrison house 
w here some of the party stayed 
w hile here and w hich has housed 
m any other fam ous visitors. 
Interspersed in the local ac­ 
counts was also an item for $38 
for dinner 
at 
C harley 
M orri­ 
son’s Macambo for a party in­ 
cluding Faye Emerson.

ington, D. C., last week as result 
of the tw o-day hearing before a 
congressional comm ittee, it w as 
revealed yesterday w ith the re ­ 
turn here of City M anager W ill­ 
iam E. Alworth. 
A lw orth

Springs Sunday night after a fly­ 
ing trip to W ashington to be a 
witness before the Rizley sub­ 
com m ittee of the house' com m it­ 
tee on executive expenditures. 


HIS REPORT w ill be made to 
city council at its m eeting tom or­ 
row night. 
Substantially, the WAA pro­ 
posal included an offer of build­ 
ings 101, 102, 103, 104, 105 and 
106 and approxim ately five acres 
of ground for hospital purposes. 
This was appraised at $130,265 
but a 100 per cent discount is in ­ 
cluded in the offer. 
Also was an offer of building 
135 and .34 acre of land for li­ 
brary purposes at $8,375 appraised 
value w ith a 60 per cent discount 
bringing the price to $3,350.

High Mountains, Emerald Lakes, 
Green Slopes, Horses—And Also 
Billiards, Fill Pastor's Vacation 


(Dr. John Robertson Macartney, former pastor of the Com­ 
munity church had better come back to Palm Springs where the 
members of his flock for ihe past eleven years—up to his resig­ 
nation last spring—can keep an eye on him. In a letter to The 
Desert Sun describing vacation experiences, he says he's learning 
to play billiards and it was intimated there might even be some­ 
thing on his hip. His letter, written July 28 at Estes Park, Colo., 
is below.—Ed. Note).

Mr Dear "Phat”: To try to see 
Estes Park region thoroughly by 
automobile, is much like trying 
to tour Venice on a bicycle. The 
park is justly proud of its scenic 
highways, but most of its glories 
lie hidden in valleys and can­ 
yons, along timbered slopes, or 
on the majestic heights above the 
timber line. 
There are trips for the ambit­ 
ious, for the moderate and for 
the lazy. 
There are 65 named mountains 
within the area of Rock Moun­ 
tain National Park that reach al­ 
titudes of more than 10,000 feet 
—over 14,000 feet, one; between 
13.000 and 14,000 feet, 14; between 
12.000 and 13,000, 28; between 
10.000 ang 11,000 feet, ten. 
THIS MORNING Fay Brainard 
accompanied me on horseback to 
the 11,000 altitude up Long’s peak, 
and we were back at the Brain­ 
ard homestead by 8:30, not being 
equipped to go to the summit. 
About 1,000 persons make the 
ascent each season. If tine is horse­ 
back inclined there are about 2,000 
saddle horses in this general area. 
Dashing streams cascading down 
the mountain side, make cheer­ 
ful and refreshing music as they 
hurry on to gather together with 
other streams to form the tumult 
of the Colorado river. 
The mountain sides and grassy 
vales are carpeted with wild 
flowers, one of the most attrac­ 
tive being 
the 
“Indian Paint 
Brush.” 
TWO DAYS AGO we hiked up 
to a string of lakes, “Gem", 
“Bear-”, “Dream,” “Nymph,” “Em­ 
erald” and "Hiawatha,” each dif­ 
ferent but all nestling in artist- 


attracting pockets of the moun­ 
tains. 
Reference is made to the 824,­ 
000 tourists who pass through 
Estes park last season. But as 
the speaker at the Rotary Club 
last Thursday said, the most of 
them 
dash 
through 
scarcely 
glimpsing the beautiful scenery 
which they are passing, but hast­ 
en on to the next place to boast 
how many miles they came that 
day. 
Mr. Brainard is developing a 
750-acre tract divided into five- 
acre lots, with matchless view, 
running 
water 
and electricity 
brought to each 
property line. 
Being mid-continent, scores from 
Texas and Iowa and Nebraska 
and Chicago, are hurrying here 
to obtain summer residence spots.

Why do I w ant to go to Santa 
Fe? About 12 years ago I made 
a brief visit of three weeks to 
Santa Fe, and since then, en 
route to other places, I have 
stopped for a day or two, but 
alw ays cherishing the idea that 
some tim e I would spend the 
entire 
sum m er 
in 
this 
high 
country. The altitude is 7000 feet, 
the air clear and bracing, the sky 
a deep turquoise blue. 
Billowy 
clouds, sprinkles of rain, thunder, 
and interm ittent sunshine is the 
m ake-up of alm ost every late, 
sum m er afternoon. 
Also I re­ 
mem ber, and I shall never for­ 
get, seeing two com pletely arched 
rainbow s and three partial rain­ 
bows at one tim e. The cloud ef­ 
fects are alw ays dram atic. 
Santa Fe is old—there is a 
flavor of accum ulated living and 
antiquity in its narrow crooked 
streets and old adobe buildings. 
The city dates back to 1610, when 
K ing Charles II of Spain had it 
laid 
out from plans m ade in 
M adrid. Some of the old build­ 
ings and the Plaza still remain, 
and are in daily use. The Palace 
of the Governors, its adobe walls 
five feet thick, has through the 
centuries been used as a seat of 
authority w hether under Spanish, 
Pueblo 
Indian, 
Mexican, 
or 
A m erican rule. This royal palace 
was built before the landing of 
our Pilgrim F athers at Plym outh. 
Through the years it has seen re­ 
bellion 
and 
bloodshed, 
feasts, 
gaiety and intrigue. 
It is now 
used as a museum. 


THERE IS A MIXTURE of cul­ 
tures in Santa Fe and the sur­ 
rounding country—Indian, Span­ 
ish, 
and 
A m erican. 
Sixty-five 
percent of the people still use 
Spanish as to th eir everyday lan­ 
guage. On the streets and^ in the 
shops 
one 
hears 
the 
Spanish 
tongue constantly. In the Plaza 
or clustered along the old adobe 
buildings in the shade, Indians in 
their native garb sell pottery, 
jew elery, or blankets which they 
have made. Pueblo Indians hold 
cerem onial dances in their anci­ 
ent villages on special sacred 
days just as they did before the 
advent of w hite men. The old 
m an who takes his siesta on a 
bench in the Plaza m ay count 
among his ancestors a Spanish 
don. 
Santa Fc is old in history and 
living and yet it is new, fresh, 
and alert. M any artists and w rit­ 
ers live and w ork here, m ost of 
w hom have come from the east, 
attracted 
by 
the 
beauty 
and 
uniqueness of the country, by the 
Indian 
cerem onial 
dances, 
the 
museums, and a rt galleries. Prim ­ 
itive adobe houses rub shoulders 
w ith palatial adobe houses on 


I suns w ept hillsides. Patios, vege­ 
table gardens, orchards, and pas­ 
tures meet over adobe walls in 
irregular patterns. 
Santa 
Fe 
has 
no 
railroad. 
Busses running back and forth 
from Lamy, 18 miles away, m eet 
the trains. 
Could th is lack of 
transportation be the reason the 
city has kept itself so intact?

At that time the only apparatus 
was 
still the old two-wheeled 
chem ical cart hauled by hand, 
horses or behind autos, w hich­ 
ever 
was the q u i c k e s t and 
handiest. 


THEN CAME the Tom Connell 
fire in 1931. The Connell fire oc­ 
curred where the Safeway store 
now stands. The entire building 
and a cottage w ere destroyed and 
it looked bad for a while for the 
rest of the Village. 
Frank Shannon, who later be­ 
came mayor of the Village, and 
the chamber of commerce got 
busy after that one and raised 
$500 as a down payment on an 
American-La France truck and 
on A pril 3 of that year, the Palm 
Springs Volunteer Fire depart­ 
m ent was organized. 


JOE O: LIN was appointed by 
the fire 
commissioners as the 
first fire chief. He was the only 
regular n:nn on the force. The 
volunteers

From 1931 
until the present 
fire station was built, the fire 
truck was kept in the Desert Inr, 
garage and that was the fire de­ 
partm ent’s headquarters.

In 1935 the fire commissioners, 
John Kline, Charles N. Bosworth 
and Alvah Hicks purchased a lot 
and built the present fire station.

FIRE 
CHIEF 
Bill Leonesio, 
who had been w ith the d ep art­ 
m ent since 1926. as volunteer, and 
the truck moved into the new 
structure.
